St. Pbtsbsbuko. Nov. 8.— The angel 
•t death, in the thadow of whose pin- 
ions tlie autocrit cif all tho Russiiin has 
beeu lyiug for luiiujr days, yesterday 
beckoned and the tool of the man who 
had in bia handa the livea and deetiuiea 
of millions upon milliunsof ineu was 
borne tiway. Culmly aud praoefuUy a< 
a sleepiUK bube, Iw, who by bid iilii;hi 
eat word ooold hare plunged Enrope 
into a war, the horron of which would 
defy desoription, fell into tho drfantluss 
sleep, whioh he feared not. He, though 
the head of the ohnroh whoae members 
number over 70,000.000 persons, took 
his last rites a few days before death 
claimed him froui a. I I. in greatueiM.

At '2:\'> ('"clock in the aftcriionn the 
aummous came, aud a few hoars later 
the thunderous booming of cannon at 
Livadia and St. Petersburg onuoonced 
that the czar was dead, aud that he 
who had been the Qrand Duke Nich- 
dee r^gned in his stead. On lightning 
wings the news of Russia's loss spread 
throughout the world, aud it is safe to 
saj that ererywhere the intelligence 
creutod synip-.itliy for the family of hiui 
who, by his policy, had maiutaiued the 
peace of Enrope. 
Siuoe Tuesday, when the doctors in- 
' formed the czar that there was no long- 
er rooiu for hope, his niajestjoomposed- 
ly waited for the end, attending to nee* 
essary state and family affairs in the 
short iiitervivls of consciousness aud 
freedom iroui puiu. Tliese wore neces- 
sarily brief, the doctors baring had re- 
coarse to sedatives to procure sleep and 
allay pain. On Wednesday the czar 
was still able to be taken to a window of 
the palace whence he gaied out upon 
''.he country he loved. The night passed 
with all the a:.^'^'rav-atiug symptoms aud 
dry oongh. Dr. Zoohorin remained in 
attendance upon him throughout the 
Bight, only sniitchiuK brief intervals for 
■leep in the auterooui. • 

The morning broke with rain and 
wind aud heavy clouds and the weather 
much colder. As the day advauced the 
weakness increased so rapidly that tho 
czar himself, still conscious, recog- 
nized that he could ' live only a few 
hours. He expressed a desire to re' 
ceiTe the sacrament, whioh was ad- 
ministered to him by Court Chaplain 
Yauishoflf aud Fiitlier Ivan, in tho pres- 
ence of the whole family. The czar 
then oonrersed long and earnestly with 
Father Ivan, coucludiug by asking his 
family to again gather round him. He 
spoke to each member separately and 
at fhe greatest length with the csarina. 
He blessed all his children present. 



The scene was one of deep pathos, all 
being in tears. All this time his 

niajcmty was sitting up iu an armchair. 
Aft«r taking leave of his family he 
grew0hdaaUy weaker, t nd Ua voloe 
became so indistiuci/ that it was scarce- 
ly audible. About noon a convulsive 
fit of coughing was followi'd by a slight 
rally. Thence until the end the czar 
lemained quiet, seemingly free from 
I'aiu. At 2:lo o'clock he heaved a deep 
sigh and breathed his laat iu the arms 
of the empress, who then broke down 

with tho wciglit of her grief. The drx-- 
tors fear the results of reaction upon 
her ahready exhausted system. 

Wli/iu all was over tho czarewitt h. 
Grand Duchess Xenia aud the (<ther im- 
perial relatives approached the boilside 
la turn to take a lost farewelL Tho 
oonrt ofRoials and members of his maj- 
esty's suite were afterward admitted. 
The hug over the palace was placed at 
holfmast and a salute was Hred by the 
vessels in tho port. 

Shortly after 4 o'clock the members 
of the yalaoe guard were marshallod in 
the square in front of the i)alaco ch;ipid 
for the ceremony fur swearing allegiance 
to the new czar. They were the lirst to 
take the outh. The grand dukes were 
the next to swear allegiance, and they 
were followed in the order of precedence 
by the high court fuuctiouarie.s court 
ofBoials, military offlcers and dvU of- 
ficials. 

The body has beeu embalmed. It 
will probably be laid for a couple of 

days in the palace chapel. The arraii^jc^- 
meuth that will be made for the funeral 
are still unknown. It ia believed that 
the remains will be embarked on the 
iniperial yacht Poluarari Fivezda (Polar 
f^tar) at Yalta, where the Seventh am 7 
corps will render military honors. The 
whole Black sea fleet will escort the 
yai ht to odes.Mi, win iice the b'ldy wdl 
be couveyed by railway to St. ir'etera- 
borir, stopping at the imiwrtaut towns 
en roi.tr to eiKibl.' th- troops to render 
honors to the dead. The state mourn- 
ing will commence on Saturday. The 
funeral will probably be held two weeks 
henco. 

The arrival of the Prince and Priiu ess 
of Wales, now en route to Livadia, is 
•nzionsly awaited. A special train 
awaits them at the frontier. It is be- 
lieved tliat the presence of the Princess 
of Wales will affurd great comfort to 
her hi.->ter, tin' ^•;■.;ll ilul, ;i:id it is expect- 
ed tliiit s!io will make a long stay iu 
Russi:i. 

An imperial decree, announcing the 
accession to the throne of Grand Duko 
Xich< lias, tho cziiromtch, ia expected to 
onive from Livadia in a few days. 

The theaters and rostanranta were 
closed ye.iterday eveniug, but the stii ets 
were as busy tui usual. Crowds stood 
about the places where the bulletins 
from Livadiu liav - been jjosted reading 
the ollicial auuouucemeut uf lus maj 
esty's death. 

I'rom America came words of sym 
pathy, for the dead ruler had always 
bet n a friend of tho great republic of 
the west, aud Americans have not for* 
gotten how well his father's friendship 
sustained the north in the war of the 
rebellion. 

Among the peasanta of Russia he will 
be mourned with a deep and abiding 
sorrow, for was he not the "i)easaut 

czar?" Noue of tlie grandiKxiui'iit 
titles boruH by him was thought as 
much of as the one bestowed upou him 
by his lowly snhjeots, whose virtues 
were maguiBed in him, and whose 
vices in him were entirely lacking. 

He who denies the popularity of the 
czar among the lowly classes of Russia 
is blinded by prejudice. His kind acts 
to them in their seasons of plague aud 
famine will never bo forgotten, and in 
thousands upon thousands of homes 
from Vladivostock, in the Pacific, to the 
fortresses of the Canscasns millions of 
peoplo, US they kneel U^fore their icons, 
will pray Irom the bottom of their 
hearts for the repose of the soul of their 
"Little Fatlier" who was to them as 
great in soul as he was In stature. 

Aud there will be sincere mourning, 
too, in the royul and imperial fiunilies 
of Eurojje — not the conventional mourn- 
ing prescribed by rule, but tho laourU' 
iug of little children. For who has not 
heard of the annual visits of the ooar to 
Copenhagen, the home of his beloved 
czarina, wlien, with the children of em- 
perors, kings aud princes around him, 
he was the biggest child of them all, 
joining iu all their sports and romping 
with them like a big boy. 

His death will be a most bitter lofa to 
the wife he loved so well that it was a 
proverb in St. Petersburg that ho "was 
the only Kussiau who was true to his 
wife." }lis home life was an ideal one, 
and all bis pleasure was found with iiis 
own family. 

But as the czar, and not the man, he 
could be as stern and unrelenting as 
fate it^elf. He has banished men ami 
women to Siberia, but they were uitui 
and women who sought to kill him, or 
to overturn the government of whioh he 
was tiie abaplnte head and whioh he. by 



ine mo.st soleiuu oaths iu tlie mother 
city ot Russia-Moscow, had sworu to 

maintain in its integrity. 

LIFE STORY OF ALEXANDER III 

VOH Ike Omi« Mewwali Urn Playvd ia Hih 

Short Reign. 

Alexander III, czar of all the KussiH.^. 
was the secotiil sou of Alexander II. ami 
WHS borti March 10, IM.i. He was the 1 ili 

of Ins lion-,1'. Jle married Nov. 1», lMi«i, 
Marii- I).l^;llwll•, dHiighter of ( 'lirisl iaii l\, 
Kiim of Dmmnrk. lie was, tiieicoif, 
bin; hiT-in-l.nw of the I'riiii e of \S ali--^, wl 
marr.i ii I iie I'riiioi-*-' .Marie's cliltT sister 
Ali'XMiidrii, and also of (itorKe I. Km 
(liii ti. Ill's secend son, who was >l(ijieil 
kiiiKof the Hellenes in ls«;i.

A li'.\;iiiiler wasidncated in tlie iiii.vcrsi 
ties of his (iwii country, bin he w,i*> m v« r 
(listiiiniiislii'il for liis iiie.'tal ^.'ifts. In 
early lile one of his clii' f ehai aclerislii s 
w a- I iiiiiilit y, .and it was written of him 
recfiilly, by a vis, tor to Hnssia, that 
throughout his Mfe he liad coiitinueil 
Oitiitioiis aud iudi>-posed to vliaages — es- 
i>ecially to changes lu aooordaaon with 

weM«'i'il views. 

Tne dead eniperor lian plHyed )■. most 
active part in the history ef his own em- 
piif . and, indeed, in that of Kiirope, since 
on Marcli Kl, INSI, he siaciiaUil to ihe 
throne. Hi.s pi iiu ipal enileavors have Ix'en 
diiicted to tne stamping out of niliilisii). 
He lia> worlved iincea^iiiiily lo ileveloji t ne 
military power of Kussia, hikI to (.r,.-iuiize 
her Asiutio and Caucasian provinces, not 
furKeitiulf to keep aCHi-eful waich on ( 
Htaiitinople aud Uie Balkan peiiiiisi,'.,i: I,.' 
has withdrawn his country from clo-i^ n 
latious with Gernmny. aud made n th 
i.Ckive ally of FrauRe, but over and nbfive 
evcrrthing Las the supprcscion of nihilism 
bi en his aim. Iude.;d, lie ascended tliu 
t 'iroi'a with a well-founded dread o( tiil.i 
p.narRhistic society, and its mHchiuatious 
Hg.iinfit him have made liiH ralgn a moMt 
unhappy one. 

Tlie i ei:;n of Alex mder III has been a 
period of sharp reaciiou. In later years a 
Conservative, as the son of a Uberal fat her 
often Im, aod an nbmlntiKt, an every Ko- 
maooit is, Alexander III has been driven, 
by the inurderot bis father aud the nihilist 
attempts against bitnself, to believe that 
his tbi'one was iu danger, that revoiuiiou 
was in tikS air, thao every Uberal was uU 
persistent foe, and that the ouly safe policy, 
either for Kussla or himself, con<i<si««i in 
stamping out all germs of lilK-rulisin. 

At the time of liie as assinailou of Al 'X- 
under II he lield the most import un uiiii- 
tary po-itiou in the empire, C'le coiniuanil 
of all Ihi- troops in llie departlliellt of li e 
Capitul. ^Uc(■^■ellMU lluiein h.s illiclo, li.nl 
marshal, ti;e (ira.'ul D.ike Na holilS.

For some time aft. r liis elevation to the 
throne Ale.\Hti-.ler III seldom appeared in 
public, but liv-d in the clo-e.st retirement 
at '^atschina, being iu cuustaut di-ead of 
the nihilists. His coroaatiou did not take 
phtoe until May 87, 1883, at Moscow, bis 
entry to the olty having beena.Jcouipiished 
in a gorgeous prooeasion five days earlier. 
His hfe slnee bis acociMton to the throne 
has been so closely interwoven with that 
of his country that to attempt to record it 
would be to write the history ot Uussi.i, if 
not that of Bnrc^, for the past 18 years. 
Immediately personal are, however, the 
attempts upon bis life by the mhiUsts. "It 
ii really very hard," ha said on being des- 
ignated heir apparent by tha dying Nicho- 
las, "that out of the whole vast Russhiu 
nation I should be salectsd by destiny to 
be czar." 

The purasa was no empty alfeetatlon of 
modesty. The burden of terrible anxiety 
that must daily aud hourly be borne uy 
the wearer of the Russlau crown might 
well appall the moat eager aspirant for 
im perial bonora. Whan the duty devolved 
upon him the emperor threw himself 
hoiK stly aud courageously into the task of 
ruling his mighty empire, but he was 
summoned to the throne by dyiiuivite, 
and he lived and reigued iu the cuustaut 
shadow of tho fate wlileh overtook lii« 

father. 

NihilUt Attempt* OB UU UCa, 
People did nut speak about it, but the 
shadow was there, and the emperor kiu A- 
it. But ha went at>out his daily work 
chaarful aud unperturbed. When in '.SS7 
tha nihilist attempt of March 13 cime 
within a bair'x breadth of success, the 
emperor displayed the most abpolute self 
commaud. The whole imperial family Ware 
to have been biowu up on tbair wax to 
tha fortress qf 8t«. Petei and Paul when 
thay went to tiie aervices in commemora- 
tion of the Ueatb of Alexander IL 

It was at the station time the emperor 
was Informed that he had aaoaped by tba 
skin of bis teetb from a catastrophe simi- 
lar to that which destroyed bis father. 
He went down to tha palaoa of Gatacbina 
with his wife and ohildran, laughing aud 
talking in the carriage as it nothing had 
happened. Not until tha ohildran had left 
for tha palace and iba amparor and his 
wife ware driven alone through tha park 
did he break the news to the empraaa. 
She broke down utterly and wept. Not so 
her husband. "I am ready,'' be said 
simply. "I will do my duty at any cost." 
The police had caught six nibiliata witt 
bombs in their pofibesfrion alouR the courst 
ui.uhthe iniperial family passed. Ovai 
'i^i persons were arraated for being in com 
plieity with this attempt, many of than 
university students 

This was only the first of a long sarlaa of 
uluu that have kept tba esar In constant 



appreheiisinn Of course but few of the 
many attempts and conspiraciM against 
his life have U-fome known to the public, 
so MtreiiuouH are the efforts of the Russian 
secret service to kfeav tht reports from 
leaking out. 

The IK .xt st-rious plot the world heard of 
WHS that unearthed on thaczar's viMt to 
the Don Cossack country later in the same 
year. It had been planned by the con- 
spirators to blow up the entire imperial 
family on Its arrival at Novotcberkask, 
the obiat town of the Don Coasaok region. 
For this conspiracy, which failed beoiuse 
of tha vigilance of tha police, eight con- 
spirators were hanged In St. Petersburg on 
Jan. 3, 1883. 

Accidfot In Traniipaiicn^ia. 

On Oct. a>, ISSH. the c/.ar ,iiid ( /.ariua 
escaped death if by a inir.icle in a rail 
road aceiilent in Traiisi ,iiic i~ia. The tr.iin 
containing t he czar and czarina ami suite 
left Taraiiovka at noon on that iay. Whi'e 
pa.ssing tlirou;_di a deep Korne near I! );ki 
the tr ain h tl tlie rails. At the lini • of tae 
uciichait th'' (Z:ir .and czarina w.-ri- in t he 
saloon carriage at breakfast Wh-nitn- 
first carriaLje left ( he t rack the r. -t of tlie 
train o^< illated, and th" snccecdin;,' car- 
riaue heeled over. The s doon carriatce, 
although remaining; on the track, was 
badly shattered The roof .'ell in, but 
rested on a portion nf the sid( , thus form- 
ing a shield for the occupants. 

It seems incredible that «itli sidi havoc 
auy of the occupants of liie train slioiihi 
have escaped unhurt. .\s it w.is, '.io people 
were killed and 18 wounded. Among the 
latter were the royal couple, who wer- 
both sliiihtly injured. The a -ei lenr wa« 
oHicially attribiiteil to a dilictive tr.ak. 
but the general belief was that it wasdii,' 
to the iiihilist«. It "a- coinplained that 
Count Alensikoff, directoi of tiieCaucas'is 
railways, had neglected to take the iisn.il 
pre<'iuitions, and was responsible for the 
mishap that befell the train. The n piii t 
ttiat nihilists li:ul wecked t.ie train, ai.>! 
that unless he had Is-en in eoniii VHiice wil ,< 
them the e dent could not have hap- 
pened, so preyed upon tba oouut's miuil 
that he comiidtted suicide. 

The conspira< y came to light IU Kiev lu 
December, IbVi. Fifty one conspirators 
were arrested, most of wi.oiu weie of aiis 
tocratic birih, and a whole cellar full t f 
exploeives, together with marked plar.s of 
the winter palace, showing where the 
borobM should be fired, were fouml. M.iuy 
army officers were suspected of complicity 
in this plot, but nothing incriminating 
could be proved against them. In I};'Cvit» 
her, 1898, It was reported that an alteinp; 
ha>l been made to poison the czar, aud 
that food taken from his table at the mi; - 
per given on the 18th anniversary of the 
loundina of tha imperial order nf St. 
George, had w'jin eaten by the chiMri. ' 

in Sit. Xichola* orphan asylum, made ttiem 
xa ry sick.

A Good an ft Kind Uoaband. 

Although stern and even overbearing u! 
the majority of tbcae who surround hitn, 
Alexander III was always a sympathizing 
and affectionate husband and father. His 
children are none of them very stron*.;. 
snd be has always been most tender in hi 
treatment of tbem. Tha czarewltch Nicho 
las was horn iu IWS, Urand Duke Ueoi i{e 
in 1871, Grand Duchess XenIa in l^T.j, 
Grand Duke Michael in lh78. and Grand 
Duchess Olga, his favorite, lu 188'i. When 
at his palace at Gatoshioa he lunched 
daily at I o'clock, with his wife and chil 
dren, and to this meal none but the closest 
ibtimstes of his family were ever admit 
ted. After luncheon, if there wire no 
further deputations to receive or import 
ant business to attend to. the czar went 
walking or driving iu company with t la- 
empress or his sons. In the evetiinu' there 
was often a little mn-ic, of which the em 
press is as fond as the emperor, and her 
maje.sty Is a gotxl pianist. The czar re 
tired to bed early, and by 11 o'» lock ail 
was silence in the imperial apartments 
During t he daytime t he empress oeeiipa'd 
a room on the ground floor, exactly below 
the char's study, w ith which it coinnnini 
eaten direct ly by a small private staircase. 

Alexander 111 wjus a great, stroiiK man 
Ijetore the inlliieiiza attacked him in IS8!». 
Since then he has never been tl.oiDimhly 
well. He wiis six feet IiIkIi, and was ileep 
chested and broad shonlderrd. Hi-s little 
gray eyes resembled t hose of his mother's 
relations at Hesse Darnist^idt more than 
ids father, the late emperor's, who had 
dark bine eyes (such as the French call 
blue black), which are to hi" seen in the 
pictures of Alexander 1, I'aiil and P' ter 
the (jreat. Iu figure and style he was also 
like his uucle, the late (irand Diike of 
He.sse- Darmstadt. The shape of his head, 
which was above the average size, like 
Uicjst of his family, was rather peculiar. 
His foreheail w/is high. A small mouth, 
with extremely t,'oiHl teeth, which he only 
showeil when lie laut(lied, was hU best 
feature, lu .•st. i'eiersburg he was always 
attired In uniform, but when on a holiday 
be wore a black aud white uhepherd's 
plaid, such a favorite with English noble- 
men, a black tie, whit* hat, but no gloves, 
rraaarvhig P aaea la Karopa. 
Of recent years tha czar has played an 
Important part in preserving the peace of 
Buropa. To maintain his pacific policy ha 
visited Qermauy in lH8tf, arriving on Oct. 
10 at Kiel aud proceeding to Berlin the 
next day, where be wiw received vritb the 
utmost show of cordiality by the kaiser, 
the two monarchh embracing when they 
met. Emperor William returned the visit 
lu AuKust. isyo, and be was received with 
the same cordiality iu Ruiisia that he had 
extendetl to Alexander in Germany. These 
expres-sions it fi i' lidlini ss on iln' part uf 
the czar had not, hnwi ver, ovt reonie his 
old dislike i/» the I . I mans, Iu.' i.i \K>1 Rus- 
sia entered into neL;ot unions for an alli- 
ance with France ih.it was cemented in 
July of that year by the visit uf the French 



fleet to (Tronstadt, and culiuinated in a dc 
feiisive alliance with Frauoa lu Nuveniuet 
of tliut year. 

A further e.xpresjiion of the close sym 
pathy of the two nations occurred in Oe- 
tolxr, IM«3, wlien the Russian fleet visited 
France, to be received with sucii exagger- 
ated enthusiasm It was during these cel- 
ebration" that on Oct. 28 the late President 
Carnot n. el the famous toist ut Toulon, 
f' .yoig' 1 drink to the friendship of two 
great nations, and througli them the peace 
of the world." Despite it- friendship for 
France Russia was forced intc a commer 
c al treaty with Germany Ic March of last 
year, Kmperoi Williau> having intimated 
that unless iiucb ,in agraamant weia 
taaobed ouly war could follow.

Bom in 1868, he develoin-d so slowly 
and showed so few mental gifts that his 
parents called iu a specialist to pro- 
uoimc« upon his health. This sciuntilio 
gentleman pronounced the youth a con- 
genial idiot, and was nearly killed fiv 
his frankness by the irascible c/.ar, who 
gave him a swinging box ou the ear. 

Hut tho young prince, if very far 
from being a genius, is certainly no 
fool. He has the weedy physique of his 
mother, is very sallow and has ex- 
traordinary expressionless, bluish-gray 
eyes, the bushy black eyebrows over 
which do not improve his appearauoe.

He is more likely to resemble 
his great-uncle, Alexandur I, and w^hile 
au.\ious to intrortuoo liberal institutions 
into his country, may proliably succumb 
eventually to t!ie couin'ils of self-sei king 
courtiers. Snll, he may liave siuiirises 
in store for us and do soinetluug groat.

20— to have deflnitely formed bis oher* 
acter.
